BRILLIANT FEAT. 


The most ambitious group 
flight evcr attempted, the 
crossing .° the South’ 
Atlantic Ocean from Bolama, 
in Portuguese Guinen,. to 
Porto Natal, Brazil, by 
twelve Italian military 
seaplines, met with  re- 
markable success, ten of 
of the machines making the 
flight without mishap. 

At first it waa reported that 
only one of the machines had 
been forced down, but later mess- 
ages mentioned n second. The 
crews of both have been rescued. 

The group flight scheme was 
fostered by General Italo Balbo, 
the Italian Air Minister, and the 
commander of the squadron Ss 
Major Umberto Maddalena, a 
famous Italian ace. 


1,800-Mile Hop. 


The squadron set out from 
‘Orbetello, near Rome, in the middle 
of last month, met with a series 
of storms which upset its pro- 
gramme, and commenced {ts 1,800 
mile hop across the Atlantic five 
daya late.

LEADING OFFICIAL 
SHOT DEAD. © 


STREET MURDER. 


A high official of the 
Kuomintang was shot dead 
by gunmen in the streets of 
Canton last night, according 
to a brief wire received in 
Hongkong! this morning- 
Details of the outrage are ex- 

tremely scanty. The name of the 
murdered man has not yet been 
ascertained ‘but it is stated au- 
thoritatively that he was the 
director of the Canton Branch of 
the Indo-China Kuomintang. 

There is little renson to doubt 
that the murder was carried out 
for political motives. 

It appears, from the Uttle that 
han been disclosed regarding the 
outrage, that the: Kuomintang 
chief was walking along Hung 
Tak Sun Street when he was as- 
siufled by four men, who suddenly 
produced revolvers and flred 
fusillade of shots. 

Four of the bullets produced 
wounds sufficient to cause death, 
and the victim of the attack must 
have been killed instantly. It is 
reported that Be was armed but 
had no opportunity of defending. 
himself, 

The nadsassins made good their 
escape, but the Canton police 
were quickly on the scene and 
obtained certain clues’ which led 
to the arrest of four suspects 
later in the evening. 

The outrage has caused some 
consternation in official circles in 
Canton, where the dead man was 
popular.

They 
forced her into the room. A 
potato was placed in her month 
while the men stole a silver watch 
nnd money to the total value of 
$150.

ENORMOUS LOSS. 


i Manila, Jan. 7. 
The extent of the tpyhoon 
disaster in the Visayan 

Islands exceeds in. all pro- 

portions the worst fears. 

Latest reports from | the 

atricken area reveal that the 

typhoon has caused terrible 
destruction of property and 
crops. 

The denth toll is now estimated 
at at leant a hundred and fifty, 
while the damage to property 
alone is not less than two and a 
half million pesos, five timer the 
original estimate. 

The greatest destruction appeara 
to have been» experienced by 
Camotes Island, near Cebu. From 
all reports,‘the entire island has 
been swept clean. There is not ao 
single dwelling place that has been 
left standing. : : 

A large number of ‘casualties 
are feared on the island, but owing 
to the breakdown: of communica- 
tions it haa been impossible to as- 
coraln the extent of the losa of 
life. '

The Chair- 
mun said that the work -of the 
Commission was a matter of vital 
importance, not only to civilisation 
but to humanity, and he felt sur’ 
that the Commission enjoyed the 
supreme sympathy of members of 
the Rotary Club. 

Mr: Bascom Johnson, at the out- 
set of his speceh explained that they 
were, in fact,.a Finding Commission 
and they had been having discus- 
sions with the Hongkong Govern- 
ment. They were not, however, in 
x position loyally to discuss their 
findings af the meeting. 

Speaking of the background of 
the Commission's work, Mr. John-+

Early Work. 


About 35 years ago an English- 
man by the name of Cook became 
Interested in international traffic 
in women and girls, principally be- 
cause Engiish girls were being 
tnken to the continent.’ On travel- 
ling around in various: countries 
close to England he did much Im- 
pone work and set up National 

igilance Associations in’ those 
countries, While theac national 
organisationa were nble to accom- 
plish something. 
of international co-operation, since 
Mittle could be done without ‘the cd- 
operation and’ asa{lstance of nelgh- 
bouring. countries, and #o a 
voluntary nasociation enlled “The 
International Association for Com- 
batting Traffic. in| Women and 
Children” was formed at the be- 
ginning of this century. He went 
further and enlisted the assistance 
of the Governments, particularly 
the French Government, to call an 
international Convention, and in 
3902-3 such a Convention was call- 
ed, and was attended by cight to 
ten Governments, 

Following this meeting the agrec- 
ment of 1904, denling with this 
subject, was arrived at, and two 
or three countries agreed to seC up 
central authorities in their coun- 
tries which would disseminate in- 
formation of the international 
traffic, and would co-operate with 
similar authorities in othgr cotin- 
tries. That waa not enough, 80 an- 
other Convention was called in 
1910, and the laws which experience 
hud indicated must be passed by the 
various Governments to deal with 
this problem, were outlined, and 
the Governments which agreed to 
this convention, or adhered to it 
later, agreed that they would pass 
such laws in’ their countries and 
particularly Inws dealing with the 
third pnorty, the procurers, the 
traffickers and: the persons who ex- 
ploited these girls. 


Post-War Events. 


“The war came on shortly after 
that and there waa very little inter- 
national. traffic possible as people 
were occupied with other problems. 
After the war, when the covenant 
ofthe Lengue of ‘Nations was sct 
up, it quite naturally included as a 
part of that Covenant, Section 23c, 
which entrusted to-the League of 
Nations the work of .sccing that 
these treaties were enforced, and 
that the Governments ‘which had 
co-operated more or less should co- 
operate morc, and that there should 
be a central authority in Geneva 
which) should co-ordinate — these 
netivities inte, a more cohesive 
whole. 

That is, in| a very thumb-nail 
sketch, the history of this move 
ment up to the time that the League 
of Nations was established, 

The first step, following the first 
meeting of the League, was to set 
up a social section, which should 
have a Seeretary and an Advisory 
Committee composed of experts, and 
who should study this problem and 
advise the various Nations who are 
members of the League. The first 
thing that the Commission and 
Seeretarint of the League found out 
was. that they knew very little 
nbout, it. Nobody had studied the 
question on the spot. Certain 
theorics were believed to be cor- 
rect. The extent of the traffic 
was said to be rather large, the 
current wys supposed to be in cer- 
tain directions and the methods 
were guessed at. So the first step 
that was suggested was that a Com- 
mission of Enquiry should set forth 
and visit the various countries and 
learn just what the conditions were, 


Enquiry Conducted. 


If there was a traffic, what was 
its extent? Where did it come 
from? What were the methods 
used by traffickers?’ Money wits: 
provided by an outside source and 
an enquiry was conducted in South 
and North America and ull the 
countries of Europe in 1927. The 
report of this Committee of En- 
‘quiry was accepted by the Council 
of. the Lengue of Nations and pub- 
Hshed. Following that, the ques- 
tion was considered yhether this 
Enquiry should not be extended to 
the East. Money was, found nnd

this enquiry and whether thore was 
any. value to. it. The Governments 
of the Near'and Far Enst wero 
asked if abey would co-operate and 
pinetically all replied {n the affirma.

I may say that the three Govern- 
ments we have visited during our 
visit to the Enst have recolved us 
cordially and have given us both co- 
operation and collaborntion in every 
way possible, Wo hope: very much 
that when the report comes out, 
now that you know the background, 
you will tnke the trouble to read it. 


Beautiful Hongkong. 


Dr. Alma Sundquist, on being in- 
vited to apeak, said that Hongkong 
was a most wonderful city and one 
of the most beautiful spots in the 
world. She referred to the dif- 
ferent types of people, different 
methods of dress, living and cating, 
and said she thought that these 
people. might be Influenced by 
modern science and technique. 
Modern communications and modern 
hygiene had changed the condition 
of peoples’ life to a very high de- 
gree in their fight against 
epidemics. She felt sure that 
modern science. would have 50me 
wonderful gifts for all kinds of 
people as it would tend to anve life 
rather than destroy it. It would 
make life safer, happler and more 
interesting, and she hoped it would 
accomplish that without standardis- 
ing life too much. (Applause). 


Mr. Pindor, who has rpent 25 
years in the East a8 a representa- 
tive of the Polish Government In 
China and Maciio, on being invited 
to speak, said:—Sometime ako an 
international Hterary competition 
was organised and representative 
writers of all nationalities were in- 
vited to write an essay about’ the 
elephant. The Englishman chose 
as his title “Hunting Elephants”, 
the German wrote’a very scientific 
treatise about the chemical analysis 
of an elephant's akin. The French- 
man wrote Lea amoursa de VElec- 
phante, and the American wrote 
“Rigger and better clephants”.— 
(Laughter). My compatriot, the 
Pole, wrote “Elephant and the 
Polish Question.” Truc to this 
national tradition, 1 should not miss 
this excellent opportunity of speak- 
ing about my Home country. How- 
ever, the Polish question, na it exist. 
ed in the days before the war, has 
been settled in the meantime, so as 
T cnnnot speak about the subject of 
our enquiry {have chosen another 
subject which is nearer to your in- 
terests. 


Old China, 


Mr. Johnson referred to my long 
and varied career in China which 
started in 1904. It was a very ifs 
ferent China then to what ft {s now, 
1am far from wanting to Invite you 
ta renew sentimental reminiscences 
with me about Old China but with 
quite a different object in view, I 
would ask you te cast a glance back. 
wards to old Impertal China, not 
the Imperial China in its decline, 
but. to the days of glory of the 
ancient Chinese Empire, . 

As we know, the ancient Chinese 
eonsidered China not only the cen- 
tre of the world, but to be the 
world iteelf. The isolated  geo- 
graphical position of China: made 
this belief a natural one. This 
ancient far eastern world covered 
nn ‘area: as big as the area of 
Europe, and was inhabited, and stil} 
in inhabited, by different tribes and 
peoples who, in their physique and 
temperaments, even to the extent 
of colloquial, differed not much less 
from each other than among Euro- 
pean nations of to-day, There is 
probably lesa difference between the 
Yunnanese and ‘the Manchurian 
than between the Spanfard and the 
Swede. A very remarkable. thing 
about this far eastern world is that 
all. these different people, at one 
time, were able to settle thelr con- 
flicts und draw together to disarm, 
and to create one great political 
entity. I believe that now, mote 
than ever, the people of Europe can- 
not help but admire this achieve- 
ment? especially as far as disarma- 
ment is concerned. 

Disarmament in China was 4d 
thorough that for hundreds of 
yeurs afterwards: the vocation of 
soldiery was despised because it 
was considercd to be the vocation 
of nn obvious idler. China is ina 
state of transition now from an old 
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JANUARY 7, 1931.

OPPOSITION TO £780,000 
SCHEME. 


London, Dec. 4, 
Opposition is being organised in 
Brighton and Hove to the now

“$780,000 traffic merger Bill which 
the corporation Is anxious to pro- 
mote in Parliament. The -.Bill, 
which provides for the amalgama- 
tion of the Brighton tramways 
undertaking with the local omnibus 
service owned by Mesars, Tilling, 
Ltd., has been approved by. the 
Brighton Town. Council, Fifty- 
seven members voted: for its pro- 
motion in Parliament, the op- 
ponents refraining from voting. 
Bofors the Bill can be finally 
‘promoted {it must bo approved by 
the public mecting of ratepayers 
which will be held in the Aquarium 
on December 17. It is not improb- 
able that it will then meet with the 
fate experienced by the Corpora- 
tion Consolidation Bill last year 
and be rejected by a large majority. 
The merger negotintions' have 
tnkon many montha to complete, 
and in spite of, the opposition 
from a section *-of the public the 
officials of both Brighton and Hove 
and of Messrs. Tiling are con- 
vineed that it is an axcellent pro- 
position. For. the purposes of the 
merger the Brighton, tramway 
undertaking, whith last year con- 
tributed £6,000 to the relief of the 
rates, has been valued at £300,000.

Those who support the proposals 
claim that the amalgamation of the 
undertakings will result in’ more 
efficient services, cheaper transport 
facilities, and increased profits. 
The Brighton accountant, Mr. R. W,

tion of the accounts for the Inst 
three years, ond {s confident that 
Brighton. would reap an annual pro- 
fit of £30,000'a year under the 
merger. Hove, it is thought, would 
receive £13,000 a year. It is also 
argued that the valuation of the 
Brighton tramways at 300,000, at

INDIA’S FUTURE. 


From the fact that he is a former 
Viceroy, more than ordinary inter- 
est deserves Lo be attached to the 
views expressed by Lord Reading 
before the Federal Structure Sub- 
Committee of the Indian Round 
Table Conference, He has had per- 
sonal experience, as the link be- 
tween the Crown and India, of 
many of the problems which are 
now being threshed out at the Con- 
ference, und that he is receptive 
to new ideas is well demonstrated 
by his endorsement of a Federal 
Conatitution for the country. 
This, if put into effect, would, as 
he’ says, mark an immense con- 
stitutional advance. He concedes 
that the venture would not be en- 
tirely without risk, but both he and 
the other Liberal delegates are pre- 
pared to face that risk. The pro- 
vision of adequate safeguards and 
reservations, enabling the Govern- 
ment to be carried on with reason- 
nble security, and with protection 
for all fnterests, represent the Li- 
beral idea, We cannot see why any 
of the other delegations should take 
up any differing uttitude. 

It was nat one time feared that 
the Indian States would prove the 
obstacle in the way of any funda- 
mental change of the existing sys- 
tem, but the Princes, with a most 
commendable desire to join hands 
with all other interests for the sake 
of « united India, have happily 
ruled out that uncertainty, They 
are heart and soul for Federalism. 
One of the members of the Princes’ 
delegation, in the person of Co- 
lonel K.-N. Haksar, Politien] Mem- 
ber of the Gwalior Council of Re- 
gency, has recently. given expres- 
‘sion to some pointed observations 
on the Federal issic,. Stress ‘is 
laid on the contention that owing 
to its size, a8 avell as. the difference 
in political stature and structure 
of the federating inits, it would be 


necessary in an All-India “Federa-- 


tion to secure the Jargerat possible 
mengure of nutonomy to be reserved 
by ench unit. Thus would friction 
be avoided. Practleal considera- 
tions point to the anme conclusion. 
If Indin is to quiecten down, she can 
only do so by absorbing into Iocal 
politics large numbers of the fol- 
lowers of Congress, Thoy, like the 


Dio-Hards, aro just now suffering 
from . unitary government - 
complex. A fedoral system would ; 
‘not merely allow both such partics 
to save thoir faces, but It would on- 
sure that there did not remain, once 
peaco is restored, too large a body of 


politically unemployed persons. It }- 


{s sound argument, also that only a 
Federal Government can ensure 
adequate protection for minorities. 
Colone]) Haksar says neither the 
States nor the Provinces have the 
slightest sentimental attachment to 
the present system. They do not 
consider it o possible basis.for any 
Constitution-building; they want 
to mnke a fresh start. To introduce 
some new unitary system which 
could dower India with peace, pros- 
perity and happiness js, he snys, an 
impossibility. A super-Bussolini 
might invent and work such a Gov- 
ernment, but India’s political gen- 
jug ‘is more Mkely to throw up a 
Lenin than a Mussolini. 

It will be generally admitted that 
even if the Conference results in 
eventual agreement on the tangled 
issues beforodty whatever scheme Js 
given o trial will be something in 
the nature of a leap in the dark. 
On the other hand, conditions can- 
not’ go on as they are to-day; big 
changes are inevitable. Unfor- 
tunately, at the moment the Hindus 
and Moslems have not yet succeeded 
in adjusting their viewpoints, but 
there are hopes that further deli- 
beration in Committee will result 
in’ a mutually satisfactory settle- 
ment. The dangers of failure are 
so great, and the results of success 
so pregnant with future happiness, 
that it would be nothing short of a 
tragedy if the Conference broke up 
without attaining the “objects for 
which it was corivened. Let us 
hope and believe that the better 
outcome will be realised.

“World Credit) Plans, 


A welcome sign that internation- 
al collaboration is under why to 
modify the dangers .of the gold 
shortage by checking the concen: 
tration of the precious metal in 
France and America, is furnished 
by week-end reports announcing the 
reduction of the’ French and Amuri- 
can bank rates to two per cent. 
and hinting at a restoration. of 
foreign lending by France. A 
memorandum recently issued by 
the Bank of France also’ fore- 
shudowed lending operations on a 
large scale, completely revolution- 
ising its policy of the past two 
years, of honrding (and therefore 
sterllizing) gold. The. cffect of 
French acquisition hitherto has 
been to deprive gold of its classic 
function as the basis of evedst. 
Gold takings are the’ sutomatic 
basis of the extension of equivalent 
credit or currency within the gold- 
recelving country. More credit 
causes higher prices, higher prices 
encourage imports and incoming 
Koods nevessitate a reverse flow of 
xold, thus re-establishing the gold 
equilibrium. No such compensa- 
tory process has’ been at work 
in the commercial relations of 
France for some time past. Trade 
had nof reflected the additions to 
imports normally. to be expected 
after such vast consignments of 
gold as France has. taken. Tho 
see-saw, far from functioning, has 
heen left tipped on one side. Of 
course, there hra been no wilful 
interference with the normal work- 
ing of the gold standard. Dealings 
in gold have been perfectly free in 
France. The failure of the so-call- 
ed automatism of the gold standard 
to nasert itself, therefore, has non- 
plussed cconomists, though there 
is one view worthy of attention, 
namely, the flexibility of the 
French tariff system, which has 
been able to turn back importa in 
the interests of the domestic trade. 
The expected lending actlvity , of. 
France and the enafer credit 
facilities in the country’ ‘itself 
should speedily turn the curront of 
hold and redistribute-the ‘metal 
among nations most in need of it. 
It will give added confidence abroad 
and. stimulate French {mports. 
The effect. of the arrangement, 
which is only part of a more com- 
prehensive programme for casing 
the world trade depression,’ may. 
not be ‘seen for some. little time, 
but the.fact that it has-begun may 
give rise to a hope. that ‘world 
financiers will shortly turn tholr 
attention to this’ Mttle cornor of

Capt. A. Hall (s.8, Telemachua). -

K. Hall Brutton and Co, 
inatructed by the Chinn Const 
Officers’ Guild, appeared on behalf 
of the mnster, Capt. V. McG. 
Liddell, and officers, while Mr. E.

Master's Evidence. 


Capt. Liddell was the first wit- 
near called into the box. He 
testified to holding a certifiente of 
competency aa master, = NEP 
VIGAHLK. The Kutsang, said wit- 
ness, was owned by the Indo-China 
Navigation Company of Hong- 
kong, of Hongkong, in whieh Con- 
pany he had been employed for 
MY years, The Kutaang left 
Singnpore on Dev, Uf. Ordinary 
monsoon weather waa enceunter- 
ed, which was expected, right up 
to within aight of Waglan, which 
was sighted at 6.22 pm. on Dec. 
‘47, and which was bearing N. 7 
degrees W. true, The distance 
from North East Point was about 
two miles. The course was set 
N.GE, and he reckoned he would 
pass two miles enst of Waglin. 
In making these reckonings, he 
had taken Into consideration the 
set of the tide, 

After selting the course, wit- 
ness left tho bridge, lenving the 
Chief Officer In charge. He next 
cume on the bridge just before 
Waglan was abeam, this beln 
al 7.12 p.m.

From Waglan, witness remained 
in charge. 


Dangerous Fishing Lights, 


"The next objective was to sight 
Tathong -Light, which “had a five- 
second Hush. Fishing craft, were 


very thick ahead of the ship, with’ 


the result that the course had to be 
changed practically the whole time. 
On one occasion, witness had to 
bring the ship right round to avoid 
them. Things were made worse by 
the fact that-many of theao fishing 
boats used bright lights and it was 
very dificult to see when the ship 
was approaching land. 
Continuing, Capt. Linddell said 
he reckoned that Tathong Light 
wus right ahead of him, but his 
actunl course was cast of it. Both 
he himself and the Chief Officer 
were keeping a sharp look-out for 
the Light, but neither saw it at all. 
The Tathong Light was low, and 
it would hive shown Above the 
white Hights of the fishing boats, 
which were lower but the glare 
probably obseured it. He could 
not recognise lend and did not 
aight land at all until very Inte.

The gpeed of the Kutsang was then 
about 10 knots, but It-was reduced 
in dodging junks, 


Ship Goes Aground, 


The next thing that witness saw 
the Cape Collinson Light, the

on the port bow, Shortly after- 
wards, the ship grounded, this 
being at 8.02 p.m. The position 
in which she-grounded was mark- 
ed on the chart of the ship and it 
was produced in Court, ‘ 
Capt, .Liddell yave orders for 
all life-beats to be.awung out and 
had everything set.

As however, Sir Miles 
would not be in Peking until after 
Dec. B, Governor Barbosn decided 
to take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity. to pay a visit to Japan, as 
he had not yet had the pleasure 
of visiting this country, and, 
accompanied by Madame Barbvan, 
he thought of paying a viait to 
Japnn, in a private capacity. 

In Japan“he was met by a re- 
presentative of the Jananese 
Government, offering him the use 
of a private car to be at his dis. 
posal during the whole of his rail- 
way journey through Japan. The 
courtesies and kindnesses that 
were invariably shown-to him and 
Madame. Barbaso — throughout 
Japan, ag well as Koren, were very 
ilattering, said Governor Barbosn, 

He went on to explain that in 
Tokyo, Baron ° Shidehara, — the 
Vremier, honoured him by inviting 
him to n reception to he given in 
his honour, but having accepted 
the previous invitation of the 
Portuguese Minister he was 
unable to necept the Japanese 
Premier's Invitation’ and also 
others thal were extended ta him 
Ly several friends in diplomatie 
circles in Tokye. Upon the ocea- 
sion of his departure from Tokyo, 
he had the pleasure of receiving 
a lovely boquet: of the most- 
heautiful black rosea which Baron 
Shidehara sent to Madame Bar- 
bass throurh his private secretary. 


Tribute to Japanese, 


Governor Barbosa expressed his 
admiration of — Japan, which 
excecded his expectations, even 
though he hal expected much 
beauty. In his opinfon, Japan 
was truly privileged by Nature, 
and the scenery of the country 
was stiperb. - 

Asked about the Japanese 
people, he stated that he found 
them always kind and courteous, 
and, In his opinion,: most hard 
working. When passing through 
the district which had suffered so 
severely from the earthquakes 
which had taken place on Nov. 26, 
he had, the opportunity of 
observing how putient and long- 
suffering the people were in the 
face of the many disasters which 
afflicted them,-and-alrendy, only-a 
few days after the earthquake, 
the people of the devastated region 
were busy repatring the damage. 


He was really impressed by the 


painstaking people, and by the 
reconatruction work that “was 
going on, with stoic resignation, 
with no word of complaint, with 
not ‘cven a tear, and thls three 
days after the terrible cataclysm! 
He thought that it was indeed a 
pity that such nx beautiful country 
should ‘be frequently — afllticted 
with these carthquakes that have 
caused such Inealculable ‘losses, 
He was impreased by the manner 
in which the Government was 
always ready -to repair the damage 
caused by these upheavals. 

In Koren, Governor Barbosa 
found thé Japanese authorities no 
less hospitable, and he -really 
udmired the wonderful palace of 
the Governor-General, a ‘monu- 
mental work in beautiful marble. 
Everywhere, on the way to Muk- 
den, he found the Japanese most 
obliging, for they never left him 
unaccompanicd through his trip. 
Everywhere there were signs of 
progress; Japan was bringing 
rbout a complete .tranaformation 
of the plece. . 


Wonderful Peking. 


He found it - impossible to 
describe the grandeur of Peking, 
ita wonderful palaces and temples, 
the monuments of China's wonder- 
ful past. In Peking he anent two 
happy days, where he and-Madame 
Barbosa were the guests: of His 
Excelloncy Sir. Miles Lampson, 
whore charming omunntr had 
already endeared him’ to then, 
Besides having a profound know- 
ledge of things Chinese, Slr Miles 
ix alao an enthusiastle collector 
of Chinese curios, of which -h¢ 
has. many -.exeellent proclous 
examples. : ° . .

LANGUAGE OF OUR 
- "JUDGES. 


AN INTERESTING LECTURE ON 
“JUDICIAL ENGLISH.” 


BEFORE. ENGLISH ASSN. 


A lecture that was both Interest- 
ing and entertaining was deliver- 


Jed by Mr, H. C. Macnamara atthe 


Cathedral Hall) yesterday after- 
noon, to members of the Hongkong 
branch of the English Association, 
entitled “Judicial English.” 


At the commencement of the 
meeting, the chairman (Mr. G. Pp. 
dé Martin) snid that as it was the 
first meeting of the year it became 
his) privilege and pleasure, on 
behalf of members of the Associu- 
tion, to offer their hearty congra- 
tulations to Sir William Hornell 
on the honour which His Majegty 
the Kinge had conferred upon him. 
This was received with applause, 


Mr, Macnamara began by point- 
Ing out that the subject for discus- 
sion, “Judicial English,” was the 
language in which Judges were 
wont to deliver thelr judgments. 
At flrat sight that might appear to 
be u most inappropriate subject 
for what) was primarily a literary 
society, 


“In England there ts a popular 
notion that the legal profession, 
in itg three branches, is occupled 
in a2 manner something as lollows: 
Solleiturs arc supposed to draw 
up decuments in a language 
scarcely intelligible to themsclyes 
and quite unintelligible to any: 
body else, Barristers are engaged 
In defending murderers “who they 
know to be guilty, while ag for 
dudges they merely sit) upon the 
Bench and utter remarks of mild 
fatuity, That is a popular con- 
ception of hew Law uses or mis- 
ses Mig lial 


But this is not borne out by the 
against the tradition 
love te complicate 
nimple things by using a difficult 
jargon To want to show you how 
their ‘work is largely to make dif- 
ficult things simple by careful use 
of common words; and how our 
great) judges have laboured to 
preserve atone worthy of the 
K matters they deal with and 
worthy of the critical audiences to 
whom they nddress  themselyes. 
It is alse my objeet to point out 
that to persons of Mlerary tastes 
the judyments of onr tribunals 
afford a rich field for research. 
Some short time ago | was read- 
ing a book called “Common Sense 
in Law.’ It is a book forming 
part of the Home University 
Library Series and is published at 
nm overy. moderate price, — The 
author Professor Vinogradoff was 
one of the most Jearned of lawyers. 
Morvover he was not as his name 
might suggest, a mere foreign 
jurist, but a professor of Inw in 
the University of Oxford, In this 
book I came aerass 2 “passage 
whirh so exactly coincided with 
what L intended to say at this 
lecture that I propose to take it as 
my text. The Professor says: 
Although the details of legal rules 
are compliented and technical, the 
operations of the mind {n_the 
domain of law are based on Com- 
mon Sense, and may be followed 
without difficulty by persons of 
ordinary Intelligence and educa- 
tion. * 


This to many people will appear 
in the light of a paradox.. Though 
a paradox it is not a mere Jest. 
It is the expression by an intense- 
ly Jenrned man of -the first 
principle of the science he pro- 
fesses. 


No “Legal Language.” 


The average Inyman — usually 
thinks that there is a mysterious 
thing in existence called “legal 
language.” People sometimes 
come to me with an agreement, Iet 
us say, ind nak me to “put it into 
legal Janguage’™ and they are 
rather surprised. when I tel] them 
that their agreement being in good 
plain English is in legal language 
already. To them Yogal 
language” is a mysterious thing, 
ag different from plain English 
as, let .us say German. — In 
point of fact there is no auch thing. 
The King’s English fs legal cur- 
rency in all his Courts. - . 

Mr. Macnamarn proceeded to 
deal with the subject of technicall- 
ties, snying that.they occur. in law, 


and in every other subject aswell.’ 


“What J object to Is the-man who 
comes Along and says “why -not 


‘abolish technicalities ‘altogether’? , 
Hag such a’ pergsor ever seriously. 
_feonsidered what he means by his- 


proposal? 
- There 
in sericket nnd 
ted to follow -cricket in an 
intelligent way one, had to 
learn at least some of its technical 
terms. The same thing applied to 
the technicalities of law and the 
logical reason for having them 
was the gnme. The difference be- 
tween crickat and Jaw was simply 
that in cricket the technica] terma, 
though highly technical to the non-" 
cricketer were few, and compara- 
tively unimportant. In law techni. 
ca] terms wore bound to be both 
numerous and vory important. 
“Tho reason wo have. o large 
number of technical: terms in. law

were: 


‘ 


Js‘ chlefly becauso of its history.. 
As such, the’ technicalities are a 
highly intarcating commontory on 
History. For centuries there waa 
no “Judicial English” at all. The 
oral proceedings in our Courts 
were conducted in French, the 
spoken language of the entire up- 
per clnss at thnt period and the 
permanent records were kept in 
Latin, the Innguage of every per- 
gon who wrote. We ‘have, conse- 
quently, a namber of technical 
terms, somo in Norman French 
and others in Latin. Though usual- 
ly well known to lawyers some of 
them are already dead, in practice, 
and others are rapidly dying.” 

Mr. Macnamnra procecded to 
quote the famous case of Nisbet 
y. Rayne, in which the word 
“gecident’” was mnde to cover a 
elnim under the Workmen's Com- 
penantion act in which o clerk had 
been murdered in a railway train, 
and he told how the English and 
Irish Courts held one way and 
how the Scottish Court held dif- 
ferently. Eventually the matter 
was aettled by.the House of Lords, 
proving how important judgments 
were often involved nthe 
sublletics of ordinary Hng}ish. 


All About Rgey 


The lecturer then \pass 
example “of a very great judge, 
dealing with a question of common 
sense and common honesty in com- 
mon English. It is about beer. 
It is n judgment by Lord 
Macnaghten, As he was & judge 
with great gifts qf apt and lucid 
expression, I might proceed at 
once to the quotation. But as it 
Is also about an “injunction” and 
involves an “appellant” and oa 
“plaintiff,” | must preface the 
quotation ‘by an explanation of 
these words a8 they apply to this 
ense, An injunction is a judg- 
ment or order to do or refrain 
from doing » particular thing. 

In the ense Iam about to quote 
(he injunction had beén obtained 
by the “plaintiff” ayainat the 
“appellant by which the appel- 
lant was ordered not to label or 
aelt his beer as Stone Ales 
because to do so was likely to lead 
the public to think that hla beer 
was brewed by the plaintiff whose 
beerg had acquired a great local 
reputation under the. name of 
“Stone Ales.” a 


Lucid Judgment. 


Lord  Macnaghten said:—My 
lords: The appellant complains 
of an injunction awarded against 
him go far, and so far only, as It 
prohibits him absolutely from 
selling’ or causing to be sold any 
ale or beer not of the plaintiifs' 
manufacture under’ the ‘term 
“Stone Ales” or “Stone Ale”... 
Stone, It seems, is :n town in 
Staffordshire’ . containing some 
6,000 inhabitants. It hus a supply 
of water admirably suited for 
brewing, so the Appellant says, 
and his opinion. ia fortified by 
scientific analysis. 
Stone is famous for its ales, which 
are known in that part of England 
as “Stone Ales” and one special 
quality is known as “Stone Ale.” 
These ales all come from the 
plaintiff's’ brewery, which is said 
to have been established in Stone 
for a hundred years, and to have 
flourished there all that time with- 
out a rival, and even without any 
attempt at rivalry worth mention- 
ing. Whatever reputation there- 
fore is attnched to “Stone Ales” or 
to “Stone Ale” above other ales 
known in-the district ix due to the 
plaintiffs and their predecessors 
in business, ; 
“The value of the reputation, 
whatever it is, no one knows bet- 
ter than the appellant, We is the 
proprictor of several hotels and 
public houses in Liverpool, and 
in hig different establishments he 
has dealt largely in “Stone Ales” 
procured from the plnintiffs, In 
1887 he determined to sect up as a 
brower himself. He had to find 
a site for ‘his business. Where 
was he to go? After much con- 
sideration, influenced, as he says, 
by the peculiar virtue of the 
water, he resolved to go to Stone. 
One thing lends to another. 
Having gone to’ Stone he could 
think of no better name for his 
brewery than “Stone Brewery,” 
he could find no more fitting de- 
signation for his ales than “Stone 
Ales.” Then came these  pro- 
ceedings. It is not the first time 
in these cases:that water hag got 
an honest man into trouble, and 
then falled him at the pinch. 
Neithor Mr. Justice Chitty nor the 
learned, Lords.

ARSON CASE DEFENCE 
OUTLINED. 


MR. JENKIN’S ADDRESS TO 
THE JURY. 


“FANTASTIC STORY.” 


When the Wing Lok Street 
arson case was resumed at the 
Criminal Sessions this morning, 
before Mr. ‘Justice Wood and a 
jury, Mr. F. C. Jenkin addressed 
the Court on behalf of first ‘and 
second prisoners, when he in- 

imated that he would dea) with 

the case as it stood before the 
third prisoner gave evidence in 
the witness box, adding that he 
would deal with third accused 
separately. 

Mr. Jenkin said the jury would 
have noticed from his crosu- 
examination that, insofar as the 
evidence concerning preparation for 
the alleged crime was concerned, he 
had- asked no questions at all, be- 
cause he would not waste the timo 
of the Court in aryuing that thero 
had been no such preparation for a 
very gross attempt at arson, but the 
defence of the first and second pri- 
xoners was that they did not. con- 
spire, either between themselves or 
other persons, known or unknown, 
to commit the crime. 


Conspiracy Explained, 


Dealing with conspiracy, counsel 
anid it ‘consisted of an agreement 
between certain people to achieve a 
certain end, and it was permitted to 
the jury to draw inferences upon 
the facts which were established by 
the Crown that, in fact, there must 
have been an agreement; otherwise, 
the acts of the various people could 


.|not reasonably or rationally be ac- 


counted for. 

In drawing those inferences, cer- 
tain rules had ‘to be followed, the 
one most adhered to being that if 
the jury found that several people 
ware ‘doing several acts at different 
times, and that those acts were of 
such a nature that they must have 
been commited for one obvious pur- 
pose, then it was permissible, for 
the jury to draw the inference that 
the acts were done by an ngreement, 
and‘that the agreement was, there- 
fore, proved. 


‘Two Testa Applied.
